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| Upwarps of a century ago, it was observed by Captain 
Knox, that the Cingalese language, is “ copious, smooth, 
elegant, and courtly.” The accuracy of the statement is 
eonfirmed by those who haye had intercourse with the peo- 
ple, and made their language a subject of study, 

It contains no sound disagreeable to an Kinglish ear, or 
one whose utterance is difficult to acquire. No language, 
perhaps, has a greater variety of vowels. ‘Its aspirated conso- 
nants make a formidable figure in the alphabet, but are usually 
softened in discourse, and im writing, seldom appear. 

The Cingalese characters are used by no other nation ; 
but in sound and arrangement they have a near resemblance 
to those used in the greater part of Hindoostan. Each sound 
has a distinct letter, and, what must be considered a happy 
excellence, the pronunciation and orthography always agree. - 
The language of the Cingalese seems to have undergone 
‘no material alteration since their settlement in-Ceylon. No 
tradition of any event likely to have produced a considerable 

change in their speech, appears to exist among the people ; 
and, it may be observed, that the names of their places have 
generally a reference to their local situation; and, though 
given, it is probable, upwards of a thousand years ago, they 
are mostly compounded of ‘words in use at this day. ; 


iv. REMARKS | 

The Cingalese people seldom invent a name for any ar- 
ticle newly introduced among them; but readily adopt the one 
used by those who introduce the thing. Many words have 
in this way, been adopted since the settlement of Europeans 
in this country. Some are much changed ; but others, being 
analagous in structure to Cingalese biasing retain for the most 
part, their primary sound. | 

Few words in this language, are either abruptly short, or 
immoderately long. ‘To contribute elegance to writing and. 
discourse, they may be generally changed for others of the 
same import. ‘They seldom depart from their primary mean- 
ing; nor can many terms of the same sound be produced, 
which express opposite or different ideas. 

Little difference seems to prevail between the speech of: 
different districts, or that of the higher and lower orders. 
T'he consequence, we may suppose, of the pitch of etiquette 
which for ages has been maintained, rendering attention to 
address a matter of high consequence to all. The people, 
however, who are resident in the neighbourhood of Euro- 
peans, use more Kuropean words than the inhabitants of 
remote provinces. In other respects, the variation is by no 
means equal to the difference of dialect in different parts By 
Great. Britain. : : 

Words are signs of ideas. Hence the perceptions of a 
people form the boundary of their language. A simple idea 
may be usually traced to an uncompounded word; and words 
of this description form the substance of the following work ; 
which may be considered a comprehensive and well-arranged 
series of the most useful Cingalese roots,

Tt isa truism in language, that the more abies the 
declensions and conjugations, the simpler the syntax ; and the 
simpler the etymology, the greater the nicety in the arrange- 
ment of the words. The Cingalese language may be consi- 
dered a happy medium between the alee s—it enjoys 
most of the advantages arising from inflection, while it is 
per plexed with little of its intricacy. 

The principal changes, are in forming the plural of 
nouns, | and the perfect tense of verbs. On the former point, 
some observations are made in the Introductien; and, in the 
collection of verbs, the perfect tense is placed ee the pre- 
sent tense of the indicative mood. 

The Phrases appended to this Vocabulary, will give the 
Student a clearer idea of Cingalese construction, than any 
rules, which could be inserted, consistent with the brevity of 
these Remarks. 

As the Writer is unaware of any standard for language 
superior to “ reputable, national, and present use,” he has 
in. these pages, inserted few Cingalese words but those 
which the people employ, and such as a Kuropean may use, 
with the certainty of being understood.
